XIV'B confessor, who had his rceidouco 
en tho hill long ago, covers 100 1-3 acres 
nnd i<i laid out, liko u miniature city, 
In nearly 100 streets or avenues mid lit- 
tlo paths. Bordering than nro 90,000 
mausoleums and monuments of every 
description, from tho most inugnitlceiit 
jtombB to tho most unpretending urns. 
Each little house has its family iiamu 
above tlio door, and few uro over with- 
out some fresh tokens of loving rcniciu- 
brnucei 


The French may not bo a deeply re- 


ligious nation, but they certainly do not 
lack personal affection aud respect, and 
this is strikingly shown in their dovo- 
tiou to tho memory of their dead. Orua- 
incntal wraiths rniido of beads or tin, 
block, white and colored, many of them 
with appropriate mottoes, were piled or 
Inmg upon tho monuments. 


Entering cue of tho main streets aud 


walking up tho hill, wo wore soon in n 
labyrinth of tombs. Inside of ono little 
house, which had u glass door, there was 
a shelf built of marble, upon which 
etood u framed photograph of a man. 
On eaeh side wero vases filled with 
white lilacs, :md underneath was stretch- 
ed n white ribbon, and letters 
n gold 


Tipon it told that this was an offering 
from his KorrovvCnl schoolmates.

Our present system of elementary ed- 


ucation does not* rise to the moral no- 
quirometit.4 of tho ago. It stands too 
argoly for thodevolopnimitof tho mem- 
ory for tho purpose of mero money mak- 
.jg, to tho neglect of tho nobler spiritual 
qualities. It too often leaves out tho 
cultivation of tho heart and the training j 
of the hand, tbo quickening of tho con- j 
Bcienco and tho growth of tho moral 
perception. Such a system is not educa- 
tion in nny lurgc sense; it is what PCS- 
talorai called "mere instruction." Tho 
education thnt makes character, indi- 
vidual and national, begins with tho 
heart, the conscience aud tho imagina- 
tion. The storing of tho memory with 
facts is a tool shop more essential to tin; 
making of a living than tho learning 
how'to live, which is life's higher pur- 
pose. "Wo create life through ideals," 
tmight Pcstaloxzi. "Wo learn by do- 
ing," Raid Froobel. And both agreed 
that life must bo taught from life or by 
example, aud that tho individual gift of 
the pupil was "sacred to the teacher," 
and that each pupil must bo developed 
after his own gift as though thcrp wore 
no other pupils like him or gift liko his 
in tho world.
